A mean who formerly was a prosperous 
grain dealer, but who is now penniless and 
broken in spirit,’ lives in Chicago today, & 
victim’ of the railway rebate system.

“On opening his mail one day he found 
in an envelope adaressed to him a letter ad- 
dressed to the Peavey company, containing a 
check for $5,000. The letter which accom- 
panied the check made it plain that the 
rival firm was receiving a big rebate.

Declares Himself an Anarchist. 

** He was compelled to take some sort of a 
job in a grain office to support his family, but 
he was driven from that because it was 
feared that he might injure the railroad. 
Then, almost crazed by his misfortunes and 
the Injustices which had been heaped upon 
him, he went to the office of the railroad and 
he sought out the officer with whom he had 
talked and declared that he was an anarchist. 

“*TIf I could take a bomb and blow up the 
whole Union Pacific line, and the officers of 
the road with it, I would do so,’ he said. ‘I 
have no respect for the law that will permit 
such rank injustice to be practiced and no- 
body punished. You have ruined my whole 
business, driven me from my employment, 
and made me an anarchist. Now, if I could 
take the lives of the officers of this road and 
ruin their property I should be amply justi- 
fied, and any jury would find me guiltless.’ ”’ 


“Might as Well Be Dead.” 

While telling of the story the rugged rail- 
road president, who looks more like a healthy 
farmer, had grown more and more excited. 
When he finished he brushed the tears from 
his eyes. 

“When I hear a story like that, of a man 
who is ruined just because it means a little 
more profit to a railroad, I just can’t help 
pitying him,” he said as if in apology for his 
apparent sympathy. ‘“* You see there’s noth- 
ing left in life for him. He might as well be 
dead.” 

Mr. Stickney refused to mame the ruined 
man who is living in seclusion in Chicago, 
saying the man feared that he would lose 
his present employment, his only means of 
supporting his family. 

“I asked the man if he would appear be- 
fore the interstate commerce commission and 
tell the story, but he refused. Self préker- 
vation is placed above revenge, and he will 
not endanger his pesition to prosecute the 
railroad. 

“*It would only mean that I would be 
fired again if I appeared before the commis- 
sion,’ the man replied, and I could not help 
believing the truth of his words,” said Mr. 
Stickney. 

The entire story prohably will be heard by 
the commission within a few days, how- 
ever. When Mr. Lefiamy arrives in Chicago 
he expects to go before the inquisitorial body 
at once and place his grievances before the 
members.

MACHINE WINNER. 


Novelist Beaten for Nomina- 
tion for Governor in New 
Hampshire Republican 
Convention. 


CHARLES M. FLOYD NAMED 


Enemy of Boston and Maine Road, 
However, Succeeds in Fram- 
ing Platform Condemn- 
ing Railroad Rule.

Concord, N. H., Sept. 18.—{8pecial. }— 
Winston Churchill, the novelist, was defeated 
today by the Boston and Maine railroad, 
which he set out to fight in his first practical 
experience with the politics he analyzed in 
one of his “ best sellers.” 

Charles M. Floyd of Manchester won the 
nomination for governor on the ninth 
ballot after the novelist had made a hard run 
for the honor. The strength he showed was 
the biggest surprise of the republican state 
convention. 

Although the office goes to a machine man— 
for the nomination is equivalent to an eleo- 
tion—Churchill’s rally made a remarkable 
showing, and to that extent he achieved a 
Ariumph. 

Churchill Platform Adopted. 

In addition he won what in view of the char- 
acter of the nominee may prove to be a pure- 
ly complimentary victory, having the prin- 
ciples of his anti-railroad platform made 
those of the republican party of New Hamp- 
shire. The platform declares for a penal 
statute prohibiting the use of passes, by the 
free issue of which the Boston and Maine 
hitherto has controlled the politics of the 
state, and for a lobby registration. 

Although he stands on a Churchill plat- 
form, Floyd was practically nominated at 
the word of the Boston and Maine. The party 
machine had two candidates ostensibly. They 
were Charles M. Greenleaf, who represented 
the better element of the machine and for 
whom the machine leadere talked, and Floyd, 
te whom at the proper time the Greenleaf 
support was delivered in a lump. 

The Churchill vote, his friends say, would 
have meant victory had he entered the cam- 
paign early. He was not in the race until 
Greenleaf had already had 100 delegates in- 
structed for him, yet in the short time at his 
command Churchill wae close to half of the 
delega 

Novelist Gains, but Not Bnough, 

The republican state convention opened at 
hl o'clock this morning, the preliminary busi- 
ness, including nomingting speeches on be- 
half of five candidates for governor, was con- 


delegates were passing before the ballot box 
almost without a break. 

The leading candidates were Charles H. 
Greenleaf of Fredonia, Charies M. Floyd of 
Manchester, Winston Churchill of Cornish,, 
and Rosecrans W. Pillsbury of Londonderry. 


Takes Nine Ballots to Beat Churchill. 

There were nine ballots, three of which 
were thrown out because the total vote ex- 
ceeded the number entitled to seats. Green- 
leaf, known in the campaign as the ‘‘ ma- 
chine *’ candidate, led for five ballots, Floyd 
and Pillsbury were close to him. 

Churchill, the “ anti-machine ” candidate, 
started out with 157 votes, and his strength 
rose till it reached 835 on the final ballot. 

After the fifth ballot Mr. Pillsbury with- 
drew in favor of Charles M. Floyd, the suc- 
cessful candidate, and on the last ballot the 
Greenleaf votes, except fifty-five, went to 
Floyd. The final vote was as follows: 
Floyd . Btephen H. Gale .... - 1 
Churchill. 

Greenleaf Total vote cast oe .790 

Necessary for choice, 400. 

Churchill's campaign took every one by 
surprise. At first 1t wag looked upon as a 
joke, but he was beaten only by a combina- 
tion of other candidates, he having developed 
a larger following than any man in the field. 


Platform Bears Novelist’s Mark. 

The platform adopted indorses the ad- 
ministration of President Roosevelt, com- 
mends the “ industry of work ”’ of the Fifty- 
ninth congress, and congratulates the coun- 
try “ that republican financial and industrial 
policies have brought unprecedented pros- 
perity.”” It opposes any change in the tariff 
which would undermine the republican pol- 
icy. of protection, and indorses the action of 
the United States senate in passing the 
Gallinger shipping bill. The New Hampshire 
representatives in the house are urged to 
make all honorable efforts to secure con- 
sideration and passage of the bill by that 
body. 

The remainder of the platform is devoted to 
state issues upon which the campaigns of 
the contesting candidates have been largely 
based. It urges strict limitation of the issu- 
ing of free passes by railroads, additional 
legislation to guard the purity of the ballot, 
and legislation for the promotion of corrupt 
lobbying. The platform gecommends that the 
next legislature consider the question of a 
change in the mannér of nominations for 
office and also the question of placing in the 
hands of the people the direct election of 
railroad commissioners and some other state 
officers created by statute and now appoint- 
ed by the governor and council. 

The platform also commends the successful 
effort of the present state administration fin 
enforcing the laws against gambling at the 
Salem racetrack. 

Floyd a Public Spirited Citizen. 

Charles M. Floyd is a clothier and shoe 
manufacturer of Manchester, where he has 
been one of the most public spirited citizens 
for more than twenty-five years. He either 
owns or is interested in shoe,, hecl, and sash 
and door factories and realty companies en- 
gaged in booming the town. 

Floyd held his first public office in 1896— 
that of member of the Manchester school 
committee. He was elected to the state sen- 
ate in 1800. Im 1904 he was chosen a member 
of the governor's council, which he atill re- 
mains. 

Floyd's campaign was made on the plat- 
form of a “ business administration.” He 
contends that New Hampshire is a well gov- 
erned state in the main.

AUTO TOOT HORSE'S “KNELL” 


Austin Club Declares Animal Has 
Outlived Its Usefulness. 


GOOD ONLY FOR FUNERALS. 


Park Boards to Bs Asked to. Bar 
Equines from Boulevards. 


The “ knell ” of the horse was sounded last 
night by the Austin Automobile cluh. Ata 
meeting of this active organization a move- 
ment was started booking to the elimination 
of the favorite animal from some of the prin- 
cipal boulevards of Chicago. 

President J, H. Francis of the club made 
the “keynote” remarks before the club, 
which congregated at the Royai League hali 
in Austin, 

He declared that horses had been sup- 
planted by the more modern automobile and 
that their only remaining point of usefulness 
on Sundays wae to pull carriages at a funeral. 

Elicits Loud Cheers. 

This statement, consigning the equine race 
to obsequies alons, was greeted with en- 
thustastic cheers. 

A special committee of six was appointed 
to confer with the commissioners of the sev- 
eral big Chicago park systems with a view 
to eliminating the horse so far as possible 
from the much used boulevards. 

John Farson is a member of this commit- 
tee. So is President Francis. E. C. West- 
wood, John .Wayman, C. EB. Ingalls, and 
J. B. Plewe are the other members. They 
expect first to “tackle’’ the west park 
board, the president of w.ich, B. A. Hck- 
hart, is reputed to have a weakness for 
horees and a dislike of racing automobiles. 


“Day of the Horse Over.” 

“The usefulness of the horse is limited,” 
said Mr, Francis, addressing his brother 
automobilista, “ and as the automobile im- 
proves it encroaches om the work formerly 
done by these animals, All horses not used 
at funerals should be in their stalls munch- 
ing hay instead of pulling buggies in front of 
automobiles—only to be wrecked. 

“ Horses often become frightened while in 
the path of an automobile, and before it can 
be controlled an accident usually happens.” 

John Farson then got the floor and an- 
nounced that the automobile hag taken the 
place of the horse and that within a few years 
the horse would be relegated to farms and 
amall country towne. 

At the first conference with park commis- 
sioners, relative to the restrictions of the use 
of the horse on boulevards, speed regulations 
algo will be discussed. Mr. Farson said that 
the laxity of officials in enforcing the speed 
ordinance is in a large measure responsible 
for accidents. He also declared that if Presi- 
dent Roosevelt should spend as much time in 
the interest of good roads as he hag in the 
tevising of spelling, a marked improvement 
would result. 


While the movement for the elimination of 
the horse was under way in Austin, automo- 
bilists were still coming in contact with the 
law in Evanston. Ralph Hately, son of Jehn 
Hately, 2408 Sheridan road, Evanston, was 
arrested for speeding In Sheridan road, near 
his home. With Hately were his father and 
Charles Whitney, member of the Lincoln 
park board. They were stopped while speed- 
ing seventeen miles an hour, and when taken 
before Justice Boyer, young Hately was 
fined $10 and costs. 

Whitney was recognized by Justice Boyer, 
and the latter expressed his surprise when 
he learned that the park commissioner was 
an occupant of a speeding car. Whitney 
told Justice Boyer that none of the party in 
the machine realized how fast they were 
traveling until stopped by the policeman. 

“If any resident of Evanston was caught 
speeding in Lincoln park I would see that he 
was fined, so treat us the same way,” de- 
clared Whitney. Justice Boyer smiled and 
assessed the fine. 


Press Notoriety Instead of Fine. 

“ Newspaper notoriety’ in Meu of a fine 
was an innovation in court proceedings al- 
lowed by Justice Boyer in the case of I- 
Sawdy, chauffeur for J. C. Brocklebank, 3009 
Kenmore avenue, who had been arrested for 
speeding in Evanston and appeared for hear- 
ing. Mr. Brocklebank, who is vice presi- 
dent of the Manufacturers’ Paper company 
of Chicago, appeared in defense of his chauf- 
feur and made the plea that the “ pres* 
notoriety "' which had been given his three 
daughters, Mrs. D. B. Whitney and the two 
Misses Brocklebank, who were in the auto- 
mobile when the arrest was made, wae the 
severest punishment that could be meted 
out for the offense. He asked that he be | 
allowed to heave the court without paying 
a fine.

LORD ROSEBERY HUMOROUS

Earl Thinks Archaic Forms of Etymol- 
ogy May Be Responsible for Half Vic-

HAWICK, Scotland, Sept. 18.—Loré Rose- 
bery, speaking at the jubilee dinner tonight 
of the Hawick Archeological society, of 
which Dr. Murray, editor of the Oxford New 
English Dictionary, is president, said, amidet 
laughter, he came especially to hear Dr.

DEMAND NEW ELECTIONS. 


Resignation of Palma Govern- 
ment Only Way to Stop War, 
Men in Field Say.

HAVANA, Sept. 18.—There seems to ibe no 

possibility of a compromise between the 
warring factions in Cuba unless the United 
States intervenes and makes special guaran- 
tees. 

Conferences between representatives of the 
government and the men in the field were 
even less satisfactory today then yesterday, 
as neither side is disposed to yield. Both pre- 
fer to submit the question to Secretary Taft 
rather than cede a single point. 

Senator Alfredo Zayas, as commissioner of 
the liberals, held a long interview this morn- 
ing with Vice President Mendez Capote, but 
the government had no terms to offer. 
Capote said he had no authority to take any 
action. If he did, it was Hable to be re- 
pudiated. Zayas then went aboard the cruis- 
er Denver. and remained more than an hour 
with Capt. Colwell, through whom he had 
made the first propesition of peace. 

Zayas told Capt. Colwell his party would 
not hold to all the demands made when the 
revolution started, but it was essential that 
consent be given to investigate the last clec- 
tion, so that glaring wrongs would be right- 
ed. He insisted Palma’s government would 
not yield an inch, and he could not, undér his 
instructions from the leaders in the field, 
without their consent have the question of 
electoral] frauds arbitrated. 


Rebels in Jail Hold Firm. 


Zayas said the government was beaten. 
All the liberal leaders now In jail are taking 
a firm stand with those in the field. Heand 


Fall his party are delighted with President 


Roosevelt's letter, he said, believing the 
president of the United States already had 
recognized the justice of their cause and 
would side with them He declared the 
government's position was it would rather 
surrender to the United States and have per- 
manent intervention than give up office, as 
that wouid necessarily result in a new elec- 
tion. 

After Zayas left the Denver Capt. Colwell 
received a letter from Gen. Loynaz del Cas- 
tillo, ineclosing one sent to the American 
chargé, Jacob Sbeeper, yesterday.

He was astound- 
ed today to have his original letter returned 
to him in camp by an employé of the Amer- 
ican legation in Havana. §o he sent it by 
messenger to a man through whom he be- 
ileved ic could reach Roosevelt. 


Rebels Would Fight Usif Necessary. 


Before Loynaz left camp this morning at 
San Diego de las Vestges he said: 

“T have taken a positive stand and the 
others in the field are of the same idea. We 
have the upper hand and must win by war. 
We will continue the war until we conquer, 
which we practically have done. Our spokes- 
man is Zayas, who understands the position 
better than anybody and knows we can make 
victory complete when we wish. We will 
not arbitrate with Palma’’® government, 
which fs illegal an@ must go out of exis- 
tence. We are willing to leave the fu- 
ture in President Roosevelt's hands, being 
assured he is a friend of Cuba, but only on 
one condition, that being that he agrees 
to investigate the last election, and, if he 
finds it fraudulent, order and supervise a new 
one. 

“We will accept no other terms of arbi- 
tration.

There 
she sank unconscious and was dragged from 
in front of fhe train by onlookers. 

The women were on their way to dinner at 
the Wendling home. Asithey approached the 
center of the bridge the train b-re in sight, 
rushing along at a high rate of speed to make 
up for lost time.

OGDEN GAS PRESIDENT DECLARES 
HE WAS MISQUOTED. 


Angrily Repudiates Printed Interview 
Which Represented Him as Invit- 
ing Bryan to Read Senator Bailey 
Out of Democratic Party Because 
of His Connection with the Stand- 
ard O11 Company—Sends Telegram 
of Explanation to the Texan. 


Roger C. Sullivan, national committeeman 
of the democratic party for Illinois, was 
angry yesterday. He quit his usual habits 
and did not hesitate toshowft. He had stood 
the controversy with William J. Bryan with 
equanimity and some show of good nature, 
but he balled at being mixed up in another 
one with Senator Bailey of Texas. 

It all happened through a publication in 
a Chicago newspaper last Monday in which 
Sullivan practically was made to say that 
if he was to be read out of the party be- 
cause he was connected with the Ogden Gas 
company then Senator Bailey ought to be 


treated similarly because he was interested { 


in the Standard Oil company. 
The story went east, and the Texas senator 


came back in a hot reply in which he said’ 


if Sullivan had said what he was reported as 
saying then Mr. Bryan wasright in declaring 
he was not fit to be a national committee- 
man. 

Declares He Was Misquoted. 


When Mr. Sullivan read this statement 
from the senator from Texas his anger arose 
and he spoke out in meeting. He declared 
he had been misrepresented and misquoted, 
and he denied the sentiments attributed to 
him in the publication. 

“ The first thing I will do,’’ he said, ‘‘ is to 
send a telegram to Senator Bailey, teiling 
him the story ts a lie out of wholecioth. I 
never had any such interview th any re- 
porter. A reporter for the paperin questicn 
did ask me on Sunday whether I considered 
the Standard Oil company a larger corpora- 
tion than the Ogden gas, and I 4ffwered yes, 
as a matter of course. That is all there wes 
to the story.’’ 


Issues a Signed Statement. 

Then, after he-had calmed down a bit ana 
sént his telegram to Senator Bailey, Mr. 
Sullivan gave out this signed statement: 

The report in a Chicago morning paper, in 
Which it is made to appear that I am inviting WilIl- 
lam J. Bryan to read Senator Bailey of Texas out 
of the democratic party because of his alleged cor- 
poration connecftons, is wholly without foundation 
and lacks even color of authority from me. I never 
mentioned Senator Bailey's flame to the reporter 
for the paper in question, nor to a representative of 
any newspaper. I have the highest personal regard 
for Senator Bailey, and neither my friends nor my- 
self ever sought to involve him in any euch vexa- 
tlous controversy. ROGER C. SULLIVAN.

PARTED BY BANK FAILURE 


GADE, STENSLAND & WAAGE DIs- 
SOLVE PARTNERSHIP. 


Law Firm Formed on Jan. 1 Ceases 
as Direct Outgrowth of Milwaukee 
Avenue Crash—Two of Members to 
Continue in Same Offices, Third 
Will Remove from Chicago After 
Trial of His Father—New Company 
te Operate Depository. 


After an existence of a little more than 
eight months the law firm of Gade, Stensland 
& Waage, of which Theodore Stensland was 
& member, has been dissolved. Details of 
the dissolution of the partnership were com- 
pleted yesterday. The action was a direct 
outgrowth of the failure of the Milwaukee 
Avenue State bank, of which Theodore Stens- 
land was vice president. 

While the winding up of the partnership 
was effected in an amicable spirit, the prime 
mover in the dissolution was the recognized 
head of the firm, F. Hermann Gade, consul 
for Norway in Chicago. Johann Waage was 
the third member of the firm. 

Both Attorney Gade and Attorney Waage 
will continue their practice of law as in- 
dividuals and will retain the former firm’s 
suite of Offices in the Stock Exchange bulld- » 
ing, where Mr. Gade has established the~ 
Norwegian consulate. 

The. idea of dissolving the partnership had 
been discussed by the members from time to 
time ever since the bank crash, but the final 
decision was not made until Theodore Stens- 
land announced to his two partners that he 
probably would leave Chicago for some other 
part of the country at the close of his father’s 


trial, 
Parting of Associates. 


Following the severance of their business 
relations the partners shook hands and ex- 
pressed to each other their good will and 
best wishes for the future. Theodore Stens- 
land had tears in his eyes as his two former 
partners assured him of their confidence in 
his integrity and expressed to him their pro- 
foundest sympathy. 

The clerks and young women stenographers 
in the office followed their employers in offer- 
ing their sympathy to Theodore. After hav-. 
ing given directions for the care of his mail 
young Stensland started for the railway sta- 
tion. He left on the Lake Shore railroad at 
5:30 o'clock in the afternoon for New York 
to meet his father, who is expécted to arrive 
next Saturday. He declared that he would 
urge his father to plead guilty. 

The dissolved law firm was established 
Jan. 1 last and was organized on a mutual 
copartnership basis. It immediately became 
counsel for the Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank and as such continued until the crash. 
The defunct bank owes the firm $2,000 in 
fees, which Attorney Waage will attempt to 
collect by means of a petition which he will 
file in the Superior court today. 

A deposit of $600 was made by the firm on 
the last Saturday before the bank closed, 
making its balance more than $1,000. 

New Bank Incorporated. 

The Security bank was incorporated at 
Springfield during the day with a capital of 
$300,000, by George Packard, John J. Peck- 
ham, and John F. Hagey. The new corpora~ 
tion will eccupy the quarters of the failed 
Stensland bank or will locate near It. Or- 
ville Peckham, attorney for the new bank, 
stated that James B. Forgan, president of 
the First National bank, is interested. ‘The 
safety deposit boxes in the Stensland bank 
are a valuable property. 

Mr. Forgan and J. ©. Hanson of the First 
National bank visited the building on Mil- 
waukee avenue for purposes of inspection. 
An early offer for the property is expected 
by the receiver. An offer of $40,000 made 
by Attorneys Gorham and Wales in behalf of 
@ client was declined as too low. 

Receiver Fetzer during the day paid a divi- 
dend amounting to 6 cents on a checking 
account of 80 cents to the credit of the Wa- 
bansia Relief and Aid society. 

Detective Joseph F. Kinder started for New 
York during the day to meet Stenslan& At- 
torney J. W. Loeb will go today.

*“* Out of that total for Chicago, as given by 
Mr. Brown, 51,583 were for violations of city 
ordinances and the others on warrants 
charging statutory offenses and felonies. 
That remainder is nearly three times as great 
as shown in Berlin, but again you must take 
into conside on the workings of the police 
systems in the two cities. No man isin Bet- 
lin long before his name, address, national- 
ity, and other facts are tabulated and entered 
on a police record, and when he leaves that 
fact is noted. That system renders police 
business much surer. When a man is ar- 
rested there he Is likely to be the one wanted, 
while here thousands are arrested every 
year and are held as suspects to be released 
subsequently. 


Foreigners Not Chief Offenders. 

“‘Another statement attributed to Mr. 
Brown which shows him. to have been a none 
too deep investigator is his charge that it is 
the illiterate foreigners who are responsible 
for much of the crime inthis country. There 
again he is wrong, and I much suspect he 
has let fancy or prejudice sway him. Take 
the year 1901, for which the figures are be- 
fore me, and in Chicago there were 12,244 ar- 
rests in felony cases. Of this number 7,898 
are given as white Americans and 1,407 as 
negroes, leaving 2,939 men of foreign birth. 

** Chicago is not the onby city which shows 
this. I recently made ap estimate based on 
the crimes committed in twelve of the largest 
cities In the United States, and this shows 
that 29.3 per cent of the offenses were com- 
mitted by foreigners, while white Ameri- 
cans committed 56.4 per cent and negroes 
14.3 per cent.”’

Committees Expect to Be Able to Re- _

* Merchants, bankers, real estate men, and 
expert statisticians did not mince words in 
expressing their opinion of the enumeration 
of the minor population of Chicago recently 
made under the supervision of Secretary 
Lewis E. Lare@gon of the board of education. 
They characterized the school board’s cen- 
sus as “shamefully inaccurate,”’ “a mesh 
of fabrications,” ‘‘a disgraceful example of 
inefficiency,” a ‘‘ report which should show 
the public that a school census is not worth 
the paper it is printed upon.”’ 

They declared that the publication of fig- 
ures showing that the minor population is 
only 706,560, and that, based on this, the total 
population is 1,766,375, would’ result in great 
injury to the commercial interests of the city. 


Loses $100,000 Through Census. 

Incidentally, the business men and City 
Statistician Hugo R. Grosser declared the 
board itself had lost over $100,000 through 
its ‘‘apparent inability to make an accurate 
census.’ The board of education receives 
funds from jhe county in preportion to the 
city’s minor population, and a census which 
underestimates the minor population causes 
a financial loss to the board of at least 48 
cents for every minor not enumerated. 

Edgar M. Snow, real estate dealer, said 
every school census has been notoriously In- 
accurate, and that the census completed 
last week was no exception to the rule. 

“A census as inaccurate as that means a 
positive injury to Chicago and all the in- 
terests of Chicago,”’ he said. ‘The popula- 
tion of Chicago as shown by all figures which 
have been presented recently exceeds 2,000,- 
} 000 by at least 200,000. The building opera- 
tions during the last two years furnish con- 
clusive proof that the city is constantly 
growing, and the number of occupants of 
bulldings in Chicago shows the population of 
the city to be upwards of 2,200,000. It is an 
outrage that the board of education should 
give such grossly inaccurate information to 
the public.” 

The contention of the Chicago business men 
is borne out by figures given out by City 
Statistician Grosser and by the records of 
the health department. In the census taken 
by the school board the total number of 
minors in Chicago is given as 706.550. The 
federal census of 1900 gives the minor popu- 
lation of Chicago as 716,000. According to 
the school census, therefore, the number of 
minors in Chicago has decreased 10,000 in 
the last five years.

Worse than Federal Census. 

“When the federal census of 1900 came 
out,” said Mr. Grosser, “ everybody in Chi- 
cago was convinced that it gave us a smaller 
population than we actually had. 

‘‘The superintendent of the school census 
has nothing with which to corroborate his 
figures. He compares his census of minors 
with the actual school attendance, In this 
way he may be able to make fairly accurate 
comparison of the population of those be- 
tween 7 and 14 years of age, the compulsory 
school age. Aside from this he has nothing 
but the figures of his enumerators to check 
up from. The natural increase, not taking into 
account the immigration, will give Chicago 
nearly 200,000 more minors than Secretary 
Larson gives the city.’’ 

According to Mr. Grosser’s figures the popu- 
lation below the age of 21 in 1900 was a little 
over 42 per cent of the total population. Mr. 
Grosser bases hie figures on the federal 
census of 1900. Then, assuming that the 
number of minors in Chicago has increased 
at the same ratio that the total population 
has increased, there would have been an in- 
crease of 145,576 minors since 1900. This 
would make the total minor population of 
Chicago in round figures 860,000—154,000 more 
than Secretary Larson's census shows. 


City Injured by the Count. 

“It does the city a great injury to make 
public such an inaccurate enumeration as 
the recent school census,’’ declared Mr. 
Grosser, “‘and not only is the city injured 
but the school board loses thousands of dol- 
jars by its failure to take a correct census."’ 

According to the federal census of 1900, the 
birth rate in the United States was 35.1 to 
the 1,000. Granting that the birth rate in 
Chicago is no higher than the average—it 
certainly is no lower—the following table 
shows the natural increase in population 
since 1900, compared with the number of 
ceaths during the same period:

Comparison Shows Errors. 

The 1900 federal census gives the total 
population of Chicago as 1,608,575. The in- 
crease by births in the population, there- 
fore, would make the present population of 
Chicago 1,804,191, immigration and the na- 
tural influx of population not being taken 
into, consideration. 

It is pointed out that the minor population 
as shown by Secretary Larson multiplied by 
2.5 would give the total population of the 
city at the present time as 1,766,375, or over 
100,000 less than the population would be 
allowing for only the natural increase. In 
1908 the United States census bureau adopted 
a method of computing the population of a 
city @uring the years between the taking of 
the censuses. This method fixes 5.4 as the 
per cent increase per annum. Figured by 
this method the present population of Chi- 
cago is 2,046.18. Figuring from the basis

Probing Food Firmsin New York. 

Three officials of the government repre- 
senting the departments named are now in 
New York hearing reports of various food 
firms. This testimony will be useful in the 
preparation of the rules. The army and 
navy have sent officers of their supply depart- 
ments to attend the hearings to determine 
the methods to be observed to secure pure 
food for both services. 

The New. York commission will inciude in 
its report a recommendation as to the reg- 
viations to be adopted to prevent the ad- 
mission of adulterated or misbranded foods 
into the United States. These importations 
reach the enormous figure of $200,000,000. 
Representatives of foreign. governments in 
Washington are keenly interested in this 
feature of the pure food law, because they 
are apprehensive that regulations will be 
adopted which will debar certain of their 
imports, and consequently affect the pros- 
perity of their countries. 

But Secretary Wiison is not deeply con- 
@yrned over what foreign governments may 
say as to the exclusion of any of their prod- 
ucts found harmful to health His purpose 
is to enforce the pure food law as passed by 
congress, and thus protect American people. 


COLORED CAVALRY AT THEFORT. 


Four Troops Ordered There from Jeffer- 
son Barracks, Which Is to Become 
a Recruiting Depot. 


Four troops of the Ninth regiment of cel- 
ored cavalry have been ordered transferred 
from Jefferson barracks, Mo., to Fort Sheri- 
dan. This is said to be the first time that 
colored troops have been stationed perma- 
nently as far east as Chicago, It alse ie the 
first time in a long while that Fort Sheridan 
has been furnished with cavalrymen. 

“ The reason for sending the colored troop- 
ere here is that Jefferson barracks and Co- 
lumbus barracks have been changed to re- 
cruiting depots, necessitating the withdrawal 
of the garrisons,’ said Brig. Gen. W. H. Car- 
ter, commander of the Department of the 
Lakes. “ Fort Sheridan has quarters for cav- 
airy, and for that reason is a convenient place 
to use in the transfer.’’ : 

Hereafter Jefferson barracks will be used 
as a recruiting depot for cavalry. Infantry 
recruits will be sent to Columbus barracks, at 
Columbus, O. The garrison at Columbus is 
to go to Fort McKenzie, Wyo. Troops from 
Fort Slocum, N. ¥., which is to become «a re- 
cruiting depot, aleo will go to Wyoming.

High Bridge, Weakened by Drift- 
weod Carried Down on Swollen 
Stream, Collapses Under Engine— 
Day Coach Whirled Down River 
On to Bank—One. Man Drowned, 
Many Others Have Narrow Escapes, 
but All Are Dragged Ashore.

The train wes running at high speed to 
make up time when it approached the bridge 
at 8:30 this morning. The engine wag only 
a few yards from the bridge when the engi- 
neer saw that it had been bent and weakened

& swollen stream. He had just time to throw 
on the air and whistle for emergency brakes 
and jump before the engine leaped on to the 
bridge and in another inetant plunged into 
the river and disappeared. 


Heavy Pullmans Stop on Brink. 

The jar of the brakes broke the train just 
ahead of two heavily laden Pullmans. These 
stopped on the edge of a gap through which 
had plunged after the engine the baggage 
and mail cars, the smoker, anda day coach. 
Had the Pullmans plunged in on top of the 
other cars few on the train would have es- 
caped alive. ; 

The Cimarron, which is deep and flanked 
by quicksands at this point, was running like 
a mill race. The light day coach, the last of 
the cars to go through the bridge, was 
whirled like a cork about a quarter of a mile 
down stream and thrown up against a sand- 
bank.

Inct- 
dentally it will mean less pumping to be done 
by engines already often overtaxed.

“1 have an idea that a careful census of 
the pipes in the river bottom would show 
close to 200 of the largest plants in Chicago 
getting free water from the river,” said the 
colonel; “I haven't consulted with the reve- 
nue collecting officials of the city, but lam 
sure that ‘this will mean many thousands of 
dollars.

ACTION OF ROGERS PARK COM- 
PANY REOPENS STRIFE. 

NW. A. Partridge of the Corporation 
Writes te Mayor Dunne Complain- 
ing That City Is Not Farnishing 
as Pure Product as His Concern 
Did—Health Department Discovers 
That Supply Is still Coming In 
from Old Private Intake. 


The purity of the Rogers Park water supply 
will become the subject of another warm con- 
troversy today. N. A. Partridge, manager of 
the Rogers Park Water company, declared 
yesterday that the city was not furnishing as 
pure and wholesome water to the residents of 
that suburb as the company supplied before 
the city—es it supposed—took over the plant. 
He wrote a complaining letter to Mayor 
Dunne about it. 

Mr. Partridge carefully refrained, however, 
from disclosing the alleged fact that his cor- 
poration is still pumping its own water 
through the Rogers Park mains, while the 
city also ie pumping water into them from the 
Lake View crib. 


» Supply Endangered Health. 

Residents of Rogers Park had been, com- 
peiled to uge water that threatened, aecord- 
ing to the health commissioner, to cause ‘a 
typhoid epidemic.

HOPES TO REGAIN RANK. 


Expects to Prove Innocence and 
Ask for Reinstatement by 
the President. 


Oberlin. M. Carter, former army captain, 
who was convicted nine years ago of “ graft- 
ing” and was sentenced to five years in & 
military prison, began his fight for vindica- 
tion yesterday before Judge C. C. Kohisaat 
in the federal court. | 

His lawyers said they would spring sen 
sations involving many prominent army 
officials, with the idea that, on the evidence 
to be presented, President Roosevelt will 
set aside the ruling of the court martial so 
that Carter, like Capt. Dreyfus, may b« 
returned to his position in the army. 

Carter is représented by Attorney H. G. 
Stone and ex-Judge N. C. Sears. The gov- 
ernment is represented by Attorney Marion 
Erwin. The real issue in the case is an at- 
tempt by the government to recover about 
$1,000,000, which Carter is charged with hav- 
ing filched from the government while an 
army engineer at Savannah, Ga. 


Long Wait for Vindication. 


“TI have been waiting nine years for this 
trial,” said Carter, as he entered the court. 
* That is a long time to wait for vindication. 
I could not get it from the army because 
there is no power outside the army to compel 
the reopening of a court-martial. The gov- 
ernment has failed to be ready in this case on 
three occasions, but it is now ready and 
things will be doing.’”’ 

Attorney Erwin in his opening statement 
declared that Carter was in. a conspiracy 
with Greene & Gaynor, the contractors who 
built much of the harbor work at Savannah 
under the care of Captain Carter. He said 
the first step of the conspiracy, according to 
the record, was that Carter failed to adver- 
tise properly for bids on the work, which 
resulted in; the elimination of many bids. 

When spécifications were sent by Capt. 
Carter to other prospective. bidders, Mr. 
Erwin said, they were so arranged that the 
bid would not be according to the government 
rule. The result was that Greene & Gaynor

Artemus Julius Mathewson of Lockport, 
Iil., one of the engineers who constructed the 
Illinois and Michigan canal, is dead. Mr. 
Mathewson was born in Waiworth, N. Y., 
July 25, 1816, came to Chicago in 1837, and 
secured employment asa civil engineer. He 
assisted in surveying the railroad from 
Omaha to Salt Lake. eH established his 
home in Lockport in. 1844 and during later 
years acted as county surveyor and for some 
time was auditor of the canal board.

ACCUSED OF A CONSPIRACY 
TO WRECK GLASS FACTORY. 


Two Strikers Arrested on Charge Made 
by Nonunion Employe of the George 
H. Anderson Company. 


Two strikers, members of the Glass Blow- 
ers’ union, are under arrest on a charge of 
conepiracy to wreck the factory of the Geo. 
H., Anderson Glass company, 291 West Su- 
perior street. The prisoners are Robert Ho- 
buse and John Viechter. 

They are said to have bought a package of 
smokeless powder, which they gave to John 
Ziescaek, a nonunion employé, after they had 
induced him to become intoxicated. Zies- 
caek was instructed to mix the powder ina 
barrel: of material used to coat the back of 
mirrors. If he had done so this mixture, 
when heated for use, would have exploded 
and probably would have wrecked the plant. 

But Ziescaek forgot his instructions when 
he sobered up. Another employé, seeing the 
package in the pocket of Ziescaek’s coat, 
which hung in a closet, and thinking it was 
his luncheon, stole it for a joke. On opening 
the package his suspicions were aroused, and 
he told the superintendent about it. 

An investigation followed, and after Zies- 
caek had told his story the two strikers were 
arrested. They deny Ziescaek’s charge.

PAPER PRICES UP: 


SIGN OF A TRUST. 


Advance of $5 a Ton in All 
Grades of Wood Fiber 
Product Announced. 


MANY MILLS ACT AS ONE. 


New Seale Higher than That in 
Effect Before Old Combine 
Was Dissolved. 


A blanket increase of $5 a ton in the price 
of wrapping and other grades of wood fiber 
papers, with a corresponding advance in 
other classes, has raised the fear among Chi- 
cago dealers that a new trust is forming. 
This fear is augmented by the fact that the 
notices abolishing former schedules were 
withdrawn by all the mills simultaneously, 
and the prices listed thus far have been iden- 
tical. 

While it is believed a new combination of 
paper manufacturers has been or ip being 
formed, it is not thought it. will be so com- 
plete as that effeoted under the General Pa- 
per company., This concern, which was 
known aé the trust, went out of business last 
May as the result of an injunction 
brought at St. Paul, Minn., by the federal 
government. The company refused to show 
its books, and when ordered: to do so by the 
court agreed to accept judgment and go out of 


business. 


The theory of the Chicago paper broker is 
that this error will not be made a second 
time, and that no one firm will be allowed to 
handle the output of all the mills in the com- 
bine. It is pointed out that’ practically the 
same result cam be obtained by an associa- 
tion if the members adhere to the agreement. 


Clearing House Needed. 

Some one firm will be needed to act as a 
clearing house for paper prices, and it is sus- 
pected that John A. Davis & Co., 185 Adams 
street, will be so utilized. Mr. Davis was 
general sales agent for the General Paper 
company, and a number of the employés of 
that concern are now with him in this new 
venture which was started several weeks aft- 
er the trust was dissolved. At that time it was 
openly stated that the Davis company was 
organized for the purpose of carrying on the 
work of the General Paper company. This 
was vigorously denied. Mr. Davis is in New 
York, where it is said the combination was 
effected and discussed, but it is declared by 
people in his employ that he is there on pri- 
vate business and they deny any knowledge 
of a trust. 

The firet intimation Chicago brokers had 
of the new order of things was in the notices 
received here Monday. The larger mills of 
the middle west which sent these out with the 
daily output of each are as follows: 

Dells Paper and Pulp company, Bau Claire, Wis,, 
75 tons. 

Nekoosa Paper company, Nekoosa, Wis., 150 tone, 

Wolf River Paper and Fiber company, Menasha,

Fletcher Paper company, Alpena, Mich., 75 tons. 
John A. Davis & Co., Chicago, selling agents, 


800 tons. 

A number of smaller mills with a total out- 
put of approximately 1,000 tons daily have 
not been included in the combine, and it is 
said to be the intention of those behind the 
scheme to practice the Standard Oil policy 
of “ benevolent assimilation ’’ on these. 


New Schedules High. 

Some of the brokers admitted yesterday 
that they had information as to what the new 
schedules would be. Prices on wrapping pa- 
per would be $5 a ton more; “ boards,”’ $2; 
cardboard, $5; and book paper about $4.50. 
The scale on book paper is more difficult to 
make, as the prices on the various grades 
range from 2% to 9 cents a pound. 

When the General Paper company went 
out of existence there wae a break in the 
market, and since then a decline of over $4 
a ton has been noted in the prices of all grades 
of paper. With one leap the mills, by this new 
increase, put the prices back and even above 
the old figures. 

“The excuse given us,’ said one broker 
yesterday, “is the great increase of the cost 
of raw material, and there is some foundation 
for the claim. Several years ago wood pulp 
and sulphur could be bought from 30 to 530 
per cent below what they cost today. The 
suspicious thing about the affair is; however, 
that it was so general. Usually when the 
mille are working independently, as they 
have for several months past, one of the 
larger ones takes the initiative and the others 
follow, but in this instamce all seemed to work 
sm Concert. 


Larger Concerns Have Big Stocks. 


“I don’t think the increase will be felt by 
the larger concerns for some time, as they 
have a great amount of paper on hand. The 
formation of another combine has been con- 
sidered a possibility and some of the longer 
headed ones have stocked up."’ 

Asked if the matter would be presented 
to the United States district attorneys, he 
said: 

“It is too soon to discuss that. Why, we 
don’t know enough about it to talk intelll- 
gently as yet. You may be sure if thisisa 
new trust it will be so manipulated that the 
government will have a harder time than 
before.’

siderably in amount in different wines, and 
the same, to some extent, may be said of the 
higher alcohols. 

Sherry, for example, contains more of these 
stimulating ethers than any other wine, and 
probably for this reason it hag proved to 
be a valuable stimulant in disease, and es- 
pecially so in the enfeebled nervous system 
of old persons. Good port is similarly val- 
uable, but this value is discounted by the 
fact that it is comparatively rich in color- 
ing matters and in astringent substances. 
Sherry has a mild laxative action, while 
port. may have effects quite the reverse of 
this. The keeping properties of sherry, 
whether it be of the “light” or “ heavy ” 
type, are notorious; it never turns sour, or 
grows moldy, or loses its delicate almondlike 
flavor. It may be kept for months in an open 
decanter without deteriorating. On the con- 
trary, it impfoves, and the peculiar bouquet 
and flavor steadily develop. The reason of 
this is probably that sherry contains a nota- 
ble amount of aromatic substances which, 
coupled with alcohol, serve as antiseptics 
amd preserve the wine against unfavorable 
changes. This receives some support from 
the fact that sherry is frequently used in 
the country of it# production as an anti- 
septic application to wounds. 

Good claret has no keeping properties at 
all; it soon becomes sour and develops a 
mold. Claret. in fact, is the most delicate of 
wines and requires careful epeine ane care- 
ful bottling. Its delicate flavor is also easily 
spoiled, as by contact with tobacco smoke, 
which, however, has no appreciable effect 
on the flavor of sherry. Sherry is also sharp- 
ly distinguished from*other wines by the 
fact that it can be drunk as an accompani- 
ment to sweet dishes without its flavor being 
spoiled, or enjoyed even when smoking is in- 
duiged in. No one would think of drinking 
champagne, hock, or claret in similar circum- 
stances. 

Champagne, on the whole, keeps after it has 
been opened better than claret, owing most 
probably to the preservative action of its 
earbonic acid gas, but as soon as champagne 
ceases to effervesce it is stale and uninter- 
esting and soon turns sour.

Our title to it is as good as that of any- 
body.

When thid 
is added, the same amount of water should 
be .deducted. For instance, &t the ninth 
month, where fourteen ounces of water are 
added to make the proper percentage food, 
if ten ounces of barley water is being added, 
only four ounces of water should be put in. 
This would make the fourteen ounces calied 
for in the schedule. 

Sometimes it is advisable to use oatmeal 
water, especially where there is constipation. 
The time to begin using barley water can 
best be arrived at by beginning after the first 


Rice water and oatmeal water are made in 
the same manner as barley water, using the 
same proportion of flour or grain. 

Barley water is one of the most useful in- 
fants’ foods we have, as not only is it used 
during health, but during sickness. Mspe- 
clally if the child has bowel trouble, it can be 
given when no other food will be digested. 

Of course, it must be given thin—so thin 
that it will flow through a nipple which has 
ah ordinary sized hole in it, which means 
when a bottle is filled with milk and turned 
upside down the milk will not flow out, but

Six sults were started in Justice Richard- 
son's court. Other suits will be instituted 
within a few days. The attorneys for the 
merchants say the railroad has received un- 
lawfully in extortionate rateg $50,000 within 
the last five yéars. 

The law upon which the action ts based has 
been on the statute books since 1871. An 
opinion showing its application ‘to the cases 
started is furnished by former United States 
Senator William E. Mason. It is pointed out

Has 216 Claims Against Railroad. 

The audit company has 216 claims against 
the Alton for 216 shippers along its line of 
road throughout the state. Thése claime av- 
erage from $50 to $100 each. 

Attorneys for the merchants’ organization, 
Mr. Mason, Stephen D. May, Charles H. 
Burras, and T. 8S. Hogan, state the reason for 
their action to-be the indifference of the rail- 
road and Warehouse commission to the wel- 
fare of the merchants. 

* Prosecutions to enforce not only the re- 
payment to the merchants of money unjustly 
extorted from them, but to subject the rail- 
road company guilty of this extortion to 
the penalties of its unlawful act’ will be in- 
stituted at once,’’ said Mr. Burras. 


Purpose of Audit Company. 

The object of the Freight Audit company 
and the steps that have been taken against 
the railroads were explained by Mr. Burras 
as follows: 

“The company was organized for the 

purpose of auditing the freight bills of the 
merchants doing business in Illinois to dis- 
cover violations by the various railroads of 
the laws against extortion and unjust dis- 
crimination. 
_* The law says a railroad shall not charge 
more for carrying freight from Hast St. 
Louis to Springfield than it does for carrying 
freight of the same class and in like quantity 
from East St. Louis to Peoria, the distance 
from East St. Louls to Peoria being about 
twice the distance from East St. Louis toa 
Springfield. 

*“ Notwithstanding this law, the Alton 
railroad has charged more for carrying 
freight from East St. Louis to Springfield 
than from East St. Louis to Peoria. The 
same discriminations have been made all 
over the state. The effect. has been to build 
up, for instance, the city of Peoria against 
Springfield. 

Will Sue Other Roads. 


“ Under the plan of the audit company a 
large number of claims have been collected 
against several roads. The railroads have 
recognized their Mability and. paid the claims 
as fast as their auditors look-them over. 

“The claims of the men who started suit 
today, such as the Carlinville Coiperative 
association of Carlinville, Thompson, Rosen- 
dahl & Co. of Petersburg, dnd H. L. Zum- 
brook & Son of Springfield, were presented 
four months ago. The road took no action 
until the reutrn of President Feltom from 
Europe, and then. refused to recognize the 
claime.”’ 


LIVE STOCK FARES BETTER 
THAN STREET CAR PATRONS. 


Dr. Doty Reprimands Traction Com- 
panies for Neglecting to Use Their 
Vehicles to Better Advantage. 


The street railway companies received 
sharp letters of rebuke yesterday from Dr. 
Maurice F. Doty, city superintendent of 
transportation, after he had made an investi- 
gation and had found hundreds of idie cars 
“waiting for time” atthe terminalis of lines 
while passengers were waiting at street cor- 
ners or were packed in the few cars in opera- 
tien. 

**Men, women, and children were jammed 
into cars in a manner not tolerated by the 
state live stock law for the transportation 
of cattle,””’ Dr. Doty declared in his letter to 
the Chicago iCty Railway company. “ This 
state of affairs seems incredible in connection 
with your claims of ae desire to furnish good 
service. 

*“*I believe your company would have the 
sufficient number,of cars to properly. trans- 
port the people if you would employ extra 
crews enough to keepallof your cars moving. 
and put a stop to the custom of waiting for 
time at the end of the lines and killing peo- 
ple throughout the middle.” 

The letter to the Union Traction company 
was similar in tone. 

** The number of cars which you have wait- 
ing for time on the different lines,’’ the let- 
ter said, “‘foots up in the neighborhood of 
200 or more. Of course, the men need an 
opportunity to rest and to eat, but the cars 
do not, and the only reason for keeping all 
of these cars idle is evidently because you are 
trying to save the w&ges of a few hundred 
men.””
